U expediting the butineſle of Ireland, in which they (hall finde lo cheerfull a concur- 
27 & rence by his Majeltie,that no inconvenience ſhall happen to that Service by His ab- 
(ence, He having all that Paſcion for the reducing of that Kingdome, which he hath expretled in his 
former Meſſages, and being unable by words to manitelt more afteCtion to it, then he hath1:;dea- 
voured to doe by thole Mellages (having likewiſe done all ſuch Acts as he hath beene moved tinto 
by his Parliament.) Therefore if the Mistortunes and Calamities of his poore Proteſtant Subjects 
there ſhall grow upon them (though his Majeſtie ſhall be deeply concerned in, and ſenſible of their 
ſufterings) He ſhall waſh his hands before all the World, trom che leaſt impuration of flackneſſe in 
chat moſt neceſſary and pious Worke. | 
And that his Majeſtie may leave no way unattempted, which may beget a good underſtanding 
berweene him and his Parliament ; He thinks it neceſlary to declare , That as he hath beene lo ten. 
der of the Priviledges of Parliament, that he hath beenc ready and forward to retract any AR ot his 
o\wne, which he hath beene informed hath trenche upon their priviledges, fo he expects an equall 
tendernefſe in them of his Majeſties knowne and unqueltionable priviledges, (which are the privi- 
ledges ofthe kingdome) amongl[t which , he 1s aſſured it is a tundamentall one, That his SubjeRs 
cannot be obliged to obey any AQ, Order, or Injun&tion, to which his Majeſtic hath not given his 
conſent : And therefore he thinkes it neceſlary to publith, Thar he expects, and hereby requires O- 
bedience from all his loving Subje&ts, to the Lawes eſtabliſhed ; and that they preſume not upon 
any prexence of Order, or Ordinance, (to which his Majeltie is no Partie) concerning the Mz/irzz, or 
any other thing, to doe or execute what is not warranted by thoſe Lawves, His Majeltie being relol- 
ved to keep the Lavws himlelfe, and to require obedience to them from all his Subjects. ; 
And his Majeſtic once mcre recommends to his Parliament the ſubſtance of his Metlage ot the 
20" of Ianuary laſt, that they compole and digeſt, with all ſpeed, ſuch Acts, as they {hall think ht, tor 
che preſent and future eſtabliſhmene of their Priviledges; The tree and quiet enjoying their Eltates 
and Fortunes, The Liberties of their Perſons , The Security of the true Religion now profeſſed in 
the Church of England ; The maintaining his Majefties Regall and juſt Authority, and letling his 
Revenue: His Majcſtic being moſt defirous to take all fitting and jult wayes, which may beget a 
happy underſtanding betweene him and his Parliament, in which he conceives his greateſt power 


and riches doth conlilt.
